Hunt pointed 
out that curtailed budgets of .schools and 
churches, the abandonment of the Y. M. 
C. A., and the virtual abolishing of Boy 
Scout and Girl 
Scout 
work, 
had left 
youngsters with scant wholesome activi­ 
ties. 
Numerous w orthwhile functions at 
night have practically disappeared, and 
in their place Mr. Hunt called attention 
to the fact that drink places and night 
clubs have sprung up as new attractions. 
Besides additional 
night 
activities at 
schools and churches, Mr. Hunt suggested 
that eighteen more teachers be employed 
in the city school .system. 
They would 
relieve over-burdened fellow teachers and 
some would devote their efforts to back­ 
ward pupils, from which group most of 
the delinquencies arise. 
A man and wo­ 
man would be employed to revive the 
scout movement, which would become a 
part of the schools’ functions. 
Mr. H unt’s program, which looks far 
into the future, could be financed at an 
additional cost of $25,000. 
On the basis 
of the program ’s eventual value to the 
community, it seems that figure is reason­ 
able. 


His address has inspired much com­

The National A.ssociation of Audubon 
Societies moved for a closed season and 
has vigorously attacked the new regula­ 
tions on the ground that they are inade­ 
quate. Dr. Hornaday seem.s to subscribe 
to this view. Those who xvould like to 
save the ducks and the geese can hope 
that under the new regulations the escape­ 
ment w ill be large enough to breed more 
wateiTowl another year, but the situa­ 
tion is none too promising. It would be 
a .shame if the w aterfow l were to fol­ 
low the dodo and the passenger pigeon 
into oblivion. Sportsmen and the authori­ 
ties have been warned amply.
